The report, filed with the senate 


by Chairman LaFollette (P.-Wis.), 
followed a committee investigation 
of the encounter near the gates of 
the Republic Steel plant, in which 
10 demonstrators were killed, and 
scores injured on last May 30. 


(A coroner's jury, sitting in Chi- 


cago, returned verdicts last Tues- 
day holding the deaths to be "jus- 
tifiable homicide.") 


The committee found that "the 


police attack came without warn- 
ing," after 
"the first shots . . . 


came from a police revolver." 


Speakers at a strike mass meet- 


ing just before the clash said noth- 
ing "which could be even remotely 
construed as an incitement to as- 
sault the police or to capture the 
plant," the report said. 


Doubts Need for Arms 


"We find that the provocation for 


the police assault did not go be- 
yond abusive language, 
and the 


throwing of isolated missiles from 
the rear ranks of the marchers," 
the committee asserted. 


"We believe that 
it might have 


been possible to disperse the crowd 
without the use of weapons." 


The committee added that "un- 


contradicted photographic and oral 
evidence, corroborated by the ad- 
missions of the police themselves, 
established that their treatment of 
the injured was characterized by

"Food • must be prepared and 


stored under proper conditions in 
order to assure its wholesome pro- 
perties.

One of the difficult tasks of 
health authorities is to educate the 
public and food dealers to the need 
for protection of food. During the 
summer months extra care must 
be taken to protect food in the 
store.and in the home from flies 
and dust. State sanitary code re- 
gulations provide that all food- 
stuffs stored or exposed for sale- 
except vegetables not eaten raw 
and fruits with protective cover- 
ings-must be protected from flies 
and dust by such screens, fans, 
covers, or tight containers as are 
approved officially.

It is true that 
Senator Harrison had been counted 
as willing to vote for the president's 
court plan, but he has been regard- 
ed, on the other hand, as hardly a 
believer in the scheme, going along 
merely as a matter of party loyalty 
just as was the case with the late 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas. 


The administration would have 


been much better off if Harrison 
had been chosen leader. Upon him 
would have devolved the responsi- 
bility of bringing harmony in the 
party and the fact that he had so 
many friends among the insurg- 
ents would have been invaluable 
to the president. 


Could Have Helped 


If Mr. Roosevelt really had wish- 


ed to heal the breach in the party, 
he would have indicated in the cus- 
tomary ways that he wanted the 
Mississippi senator selected, but, on 
the other hand, he is reported as 
having said to one of his callers 
something that indicated that he 
did not feel Mr. Harrison would be 
as energetic in his behalf 
as he 
might be. 


Clearly the difference 
between 


the two groups in the senate on the 
Democratic side is broader than the 
controversy over the court plan. 
It goes deeper. It is related to the 
independence of the legislative body 
itself. There are senators who be- 
lieve in the king-can-do-no-wrong 
theory and who have decided that, 
right or wrong, they will subordi- 
nate their own convictions to the 
wishes of the executive. 


This, of course, is not the tradi- 


tional interpretation of the obliga- 
tions of representative government, 
but with the enormous public funds 
at the disposal of the executive and 
the rather generous use of public 
offices and appointments to curry 
favor with members of congress, 
the present administration operates 
on the theory that the end justifies 
the means. 


Split to Develop 


The split in the Democratic party 


is going to develop as other pieces 
of legislation with 
fundamental 


principles at stake are brought be- 
fore the senate, as. for instance, 
wage and hour bills and possible 
amendments to the Wagner act. 


Meanwhile, 
the administration, 


while minimizing the effect of Mr. 
Roosevelt's effort to drive through 
a court packing bill, is trying now 
to recover lost ground. The original 
bill and now the substitute are 
beaten. Efforts are being directed at 
revision of lower court procedure, 
but this may run into a snag. The 
temper of the moment is to keep 
hands off the judiciary if the tink- 
ering Las any possible connection 
with political control of the courts. 
. Incidentally, the tremendous force 
of public opinion in the court fight 
was never better illustrated than 
in the letter written by Senator 
Wagner of New York to Governor 
Lehman. 
Mr. Wagner 
carefully 


avoided a commitment in favor of 
the president's bills. This is signifi- 
cant ol his realization that the peo- 
ple of New York state are up in 
arms against tampering with the 
judiciary. What the letter did show 
also was that Senator 
Wagner 


thought Governor Lehman might 
better have made his letter public 
at rome other time -vhcn it could 
not have done the damage psycho- 
logically as it did here in the last 
2-? hours. Unhappily, when Senator 
Wagner offers Governor Lehman 
the advice that "\vc should phrase 
and express our disagreements 
about methods with a view both to 
time and circumstance, in a manner 
designed to interfere least with the 
achievement of orr underlying ob- 
jectives in accordance with the spir- 
it of our sovernmcaV he Jorgot 
that the very same words might j 
have been said, if not written, to'

Keep Pigs Healthy 


Well-fed pigs are less likely to 


become infected with internal para- 
sites during the suckling period 
than those which are 
underfed, 


according to a department of ag- 
riculture report received by R. C 
Swanson, county agricultural agent. 


Young pigs pick up a part of their 


feed and there is always danger of 
their 
becoming 
infected 
with 


roundworms and 
other internal 


parasites if they are allowed to 
run on dirty hog lots. This danger 
is increased uhen the sow does, not 
supply enough milk for the needs 
of her entire litter. Hungry pigs are 
more likely to eat material infect- i 


ed with the eggs of parasitic worms 
than well-fed pigs. 


Two sows, each with her litter of 


pigs, were allowed to run on a dir- 
ty hog lot. One of the sows provid- 
ed adequate nourishment for her 
entire litter but the other did not. 
Pigs of each lot were slaughtered 
at similar intervals and examined 
for the presence of internal para- 
sites. The pigs that were underfed 
were more seriously infested -with 
parasites and also became infected 
at an earlier age than those that 
were well fed. 


These findings further emphasize 


the need of sanitary surroundings 
tor young pigs as recommended by 
the bureau of animal industry for 
;he control of parasites of swine, 
the report stated.

per cent belter when self-supporting or 
producing in a normal manner. 


But there are many hundreds of thou- 


sands, perhaps several million in this 
country who do not subscribe to that doc- 
trine. 


They believe the government 
owes 


them a living and ought to take care of 
them. Some believe this because their 
mental apparatus cannot conceive the re- 
sult which long-continued application of 
this principle must bring. 
Others sup- 


port this idea because they feel no thrill 
at being self-supporting and no shame nor 
backwardness at being a charity patient 
for life. 


The profligate manner in which these 


people have had their way for so long, 
and which was purposely maintained we 
believe to get their votes, is a material 
factor in creating tl.cir point of view. 
The mistaken declaration of Mr. Roose- 
velt, and the support by him of erron- 
eous policies, in the failure to make plain 
the necessity of every person taking care 
of 
himself 
if physically possible, have 


added to the difficulties. 


The President keeps talking one way. 


But events arc forcing him Jo net another.

These are brave words.

Some of them 
may not phrase their aspirations so ring- 
ingly, but their dream will be realized if 
patient preparation can translate it into 
fact.

lems. Perhaps an "educated proletariat" 
will prove to be not the least of their 
problems, or of ours.

ington. While it cooperates with the 
national planning 
agencies, 
the 


Wisconsin board is carrying on its 
work largely alone for "the gener- 
al purpose of guiding and accom- 
plishing a coordinated, adjusted, ef- 
ficient and economic development 
of the state, which will, in accord- 
ance with future and present needs 
and resources, best promote the 
health safety, order and conven- 
ience and welfare of the state as 
well as efficiency and economy in 
the process of development. All 
state boards, commissions, depart- 
ments and institutions are directed 
to cooperate with the state plan- 
ning board to further these ends."

mission facilities, public buildings 
and other public works and facil- 
ities, work opportunities, the loca- 
tion and extent of forests, agricul- 
ture areas and open development 
areas for the purposes of conserva- 
tion, housing, food and water sup- 
ply, sanitary and drainage facilities 
and the protection of urban and ru- 
ral development, a land utilization 
program, including the classifica- 
tion and allocation of the land with- 
in the state among agricultural for- 
estry, recreational soil conservation, 
water conservation, industrial, ur- 
banization, and 
other uses and 


purposes. 


For the past year or so the board 


has been concentrating its energies 
on a state wide recreational pro- 
gram, and recently published a far- 
reaching study with recommenda- 
tions for an extensive development 
of recreational facilities 
in 
the 


southeastern Wisconsin counties. 


Now at Work 


The board now is working with 


the state conservation department 
in carrying out this southeastern 
Wisconsin program, which covers 
roughly the kettle moram area, and 
reaches into Calumet and Manito- 
woc counties, with the aid of the 
$75,000 annually appropriated for 
this purpose by the 1937 legislature. 


The aim of the board is the es- 


tablishment of state parks and rec- 
reational areas in the state's most 
populous areas, for "the closer that 
large parks are located to areas of 
dense population, the more inten- 


sive will such parks be used." The 
board points out that past legisla- 
tures, in creating state park areas 
in northern and western Wisconsin, 
would have acted with more fore- 
sight by buying shore sites on the 
Lake Michigan shore lands in the 
southeastern and northeastern in- 
dustrial sections. 


While present efforts center about 


the southeastern section of the state, 
the next logical step, according to 
planning officials, is a program in 
the Fox River valley industrial re- 
gion. 


Expansion Seen 


According to the board's statisti- 


cal tables, the lake shore counties 
and the Fox river valley, or Green 
Bay drainage area, are due for an 
expansion during the next quarter 
century while the rest of the state 
will decrease in 
population. By 


1960 factory operators in Wisconsin 
will have increased 
in 
numbers 


150,000. and of these many will be 
in the Fox river valley manufactur- 
ing centers, it was pointed out. 
Moreover, in spite of the heavy 
present population, and the 10 per 
cent increase in the last three dec- 
ades compared with a 10 per cent 
decrease for many other parts of 
the slate, that area has no easily ac- 
cessible state parks or recreational 
lands. The ideal of the board is to 
have a state park within 50 miles of 
every heavily populated county in 
Wisconsin, one official explained. 


One of the objectives toward 


which the board is working also, it 
was explained, is a connected sys- 
tem of park ways from the Mil- 
waukee metropolitan area along the 
lake shore to the state parks in the 
Door county peninsula. 


Rigid Regulations 


While community conscious local 


groups are constantly petitioning 
the legislature and the state conser- 
vation department to establish state 
parks in particular localities, the 
state government has set up a rigid 
set of qualifications which such 
proposed areas must meet, namely: 
(1) They must be large, otherwise 
they could not be used by great 
numbers of people without destruc- 
tion of the very qualities most es- 
sential to their purpose; (2) they 
must be accessible at reasonable ex- 
pense: (3) the climate should be 
healthful: (4) the property should 
be reasonable in cost, and in such 
condition that construction and 
maintenance expense will be low; it 
should be a "natural" so that only a 
few improvements will bo neces- 
sary; (5) the site for a park should 
have a "decidedly uncommon charm 
and beauty, a distinction 
among 


landscapes, an irresistible appeal to 
the nature lover. Here there should 
be no room for doubt, for failure on 
this point means complete failure." 


Under these rules the state is 


seeking out the best locations for a 
series of parks which in the decades 
to come will make Wisconsin to an 
even greater degree "the play- 
ground of the nation."

m personal growth of all kinds, but 
particularly in the development of 
intellectual power, emotional sen- 
sitiveness, 
social 
consciousness, 


aesthetic appreciation, spiritual un- 
derstanding and faith," was the ad- 
vice given to graduates of the sum- 
mer quarter at the University of 
Minnesota by Dr. Thomas N. Bar- 
rows, president o£ Lawrence col- 
lege, at the commencement exer- 
cises held there this morning. 


"A harmonious personal develop- 


ment is the best security for the in- 
dividual, and, through the leader- 
ship which will surely result, the 
best security for 'society'," he said. 
"This humane security must' be 
sought through decision, initiative, 
self-discipline, and self-control, the 
privileges of liberty. 


"The growth which is happiness 


is not like the spontaneous uncon- 
scious addition of cell to cell in the 
development of an animal; it in- 
volves choice, freely exercised and 
freely willed. The judgment and 
tcste of the individual, elaborated 
by selective intelligence out of flow 
of past experience, are shaped into 
a conscious purpose which becomes 
the mainspring of activity. 


Means His Security 


"As activity carries through into 


accomplishment, the fullest self- 
realization brings about happiness. 
In the properly educated person 
this self-realization is harmonious 
with his environment. 
His own 


happiness and his social effective- 
ness are interactive, and mutually 
sustaining. His liberty is the means 
not only of his own security, but 
of that of hij fellows, for in his 
free self-directed activity is the 
source of genuine and dependable 
character. 


"The 
social 
principles 
which 


make a nation strong and good are 
not those proclaimed in manifestos 
by dictators, but those which have 
been evolved by the people them- 
selves in the course of independent, 
aggressive action and experience. 
This is the essence of democracy 
and I have fai* i enough in the free 
democratic ideal to be willing to 
work for its preservation. 


"Democracy will not be safe If 


and when, there is a "chicken in ev- 
ery pot,' or even when we have a 
'more abundant life' in purely ma- 
terial terms. At least democracy 
will not be safe with these attain" 
ments alone. We all want and shall 
have a higher standard of living 
in this country, but it must be 
measured in broad concepts, includ- 
ing a wider distribution 
of the 


non-material benefits. 


Love of Liberty 


"And high among these must be 


a love of liberty, so strongly'en- 
trenched that it 
will 
withstand 


pressure propaganda and fear. It 
is quite possible that this love of 
liberty can be so dulled in a gen- 
eration or two that it will lose its 
vitality and we shall lose the fruits 


of three hundred years' constant 
growth; It has happened in less than 
a generation in Russia and Japan, 
in Germany and Italy. Let us not 
pcrr.iit it to happen here, but rr.th- 
er cherish passionately the love o 
liberty which -we have inherited 
and seek our security in it. 


'The argument which I am urg 


ing on you to distinguish between 
two kinds of security may seem 
to involve a very tine point, bu 
that point is not negligible; it is 
quite fundamental, if not actually 
critical. As individuals, in the con- 
duct of our personal and profes- 
sional lives, we 
are 
constantly 


tempted to relax into the conven- 
tional, the secure, the easy. 


"Yet if we have had any genuine 


experience of learning, if we have 
really lived the intellectual life, ev- 
en for a brief period and in a limit- 
ed area of knowledge, we 
know 


what intensity of effort, what con- 
stant renewal of initiative and pur- 
pose, what independent adventures 
of ideas, what original reconstruc- 
tion are required of us. 


Arduous Progress 


And we know that this arduous 


progress is the good life, the life in 
which we develop and realize our- 
selves as human beings. However, 
its difference from the life of in- 
ertia, the mechanical acceptance of 
conventional routines and values is 
a subtle one, and to the careless ob- 
server the real distinction between 
the uneducated and the educated 
man may be unapparent. 


"The life of liberal learning does 


not add cubits to our statuie, nor 
does it always put money in our 
purses. Yet you know what educa- 
tion has done for you, what differ- 
ence it has made, how it has en- 
larged all the horizons of experi- 
ence and made life infinitely richer 
and more significant. You know too 
what obligation to live at your best, 
to grow, to judge, to produce, to 
lead, is laid upon you by your at-

Police Resistance 


"When the strikers attempted to 


increase the number of pickets or 
the effectiveness of their picketing. 
the police offered varying resist- 
ance," the committee asserted. 


The committee concluded that 


police violence in breaking up the 
demonstration "must be ascribed 
either to gross inefficiency in the 
performance of police duty, or a 
deliberate effort to intimidate th° 
strikers." ' 


The police department's investi- 


gation of the clash, it reported, was 
"entirely inadequate" 
because - it 


"started 
with an 
assumption of 


guilt on the part of the marchers 
and failed to make any impartial 
examination of the conduct of the 
police." 


"The entire effort of the police 


was directed, not toward an imoar- 
tial investigation of the event,"but 
to an attempt to build up a case 
against the marchers." 


In placing the report before thf 


senate. Chairman LaFolletfe" asked 
an additional $50.000 for further in- 
quiries into strike-breaking and 
labor espionage.
